“The  Brigham  Young  University  Cougars  played  last  night 
before  more  than  5,000  cheering  fans.  . .” — “Over  ten  thousand 
people  jammed  the  Y Stadium  yesterday  to  see.  . — “Playing 

before  packed  houses  across  the  nation  is  — ’s  laugh-riot.  . .” 

Sound  familiar?  Sure  it  does,  you’ve  heard  it  a mil- 
lion times,  and  so  have  I.  They’re  part  of  the  American 
Heritage,  part  of  the  distinctive  character  of  our  own  land, 
and  we’re  proud  of  it. 

But  there’s  another  side. 

“An  average  crow;d  of  325  people  saw  cur  presentation  of 
Shakespare’s  “Twelfth  Night,”  said  Dr.  T.  Earl  Pardoe,  head 
of  BYU’s  speech  dept.  BYU’s  band  and  symphony  concerts 
are  crowded,  but  it  takes  several  busloads  of  aspiring  high 
school  students  to  help  fill  the  auditorium.  Attendance  at 
lyceums  (except  for  Jascha  Heiftz  and  the  Utah  Symphony) 
has  been  pathetically  low  for  a studentbedy  of  5,000  plus,  and 
a town  of  30,000. 

The  opening  production  of  Opera  Workshop’s  “Marriage 
of  Figaro”  pulled  only  an  estimated  200  listeners,  and  even  on 
the  last  night,  some  seats  were  still  not  occupied.  BYU’s  liter- 
ary magazine,  the  “Wye,”  is  almost  always  a financial  flop — 
it  just  doesn’t  sell ! 

Yet,  as  college  students  we  pride  ourselves  in  being 
slightly  “above”  the  average  person — more  “intellectu- 
al”— more  “cultured.” 

And  it  is  generally  conceded  that  people  in  this  area 
appreciate  the  “fine  things”  more  than  most  sections  of  the 
country. 

In  religion,  perhaps,  we  do  a little  better.  Because  BYU 
is  a church-sponsored  university,  we  expect  a high  participa- 
tion in  spiritual  activities.  But  I have  yet  to  see  a Devotional 
attended  by  even  half  of  the  Studentbody,  and  there  is  no  con- 
flicting claSswork — in  most  cases  no  reason  (except  for  indif- 
ference) for  failure  to  attend. 

Before  I am  accused  of  being  too  “highbrow,”  let  me  say 
that  I was  among  the  5,000  who  watched  the  Cougars^  one  of 
the  10,000  in  the  Y stadium,  and  I also  saw  the  laugh-riot. 
American  athletics  are  the  best  spectator-sports  in,  the  world, 
but  when  movies  and  sports  completely  replace  the  develop- 
ments of  the  mind  and  spirit,  that’s  the  time  to  get  worried 
about  culture. 

With  the  rich  opportunities  for ‘cultural,  intellectual  and 
spiritual  development  offered  so  freely  at  BYU,  every  student 
and  faculty  member  should  gain  a liberal  background  which 
would  stand  him  in  good  stead  as  an  educated  person. 

This  might  be  that  intangible  “Spirit  of  the  Y”  that 
we  hear  described  in  such  glowing  words,  but  which  is  ex- 
perienced by  so  few  of  our  present  enrolled  studentbody. 

It  would  be  a tremendous  influence  in  our  personal  lives, 
and  a genuine  contribution  to  the  world,  if  BYU  graduates 
could  be  marked  not  only  by  their  intellectual  achievements 
and  vocational  proficiency,  but  by  their  appreciation  of  arts  • 
and  letters  and  their  understanding  of  themselves  and 
their  fellow  men.

College  Campus  Polls 
Reflect  Varied  Views 

Key  topic  of  discussion  on  U.  S.  campuses  this  month  was  the 
draft.  It  will  continue  to  hold  the  spotlight  probably  for  some  time 
to  come.  Following  are  student  reactions  in  major  .colleges. 

The  Iowa  State  Daily  reported:  "College  men  have  been  mob- 
bing recruiting  offices  lately,  but  just  how  many  are  from  Iowa 
State  is  not  known.” 

The  Daily  estimated  that  about  200  men  have  enlisted  so  far. 

At  the  University  of  Oklahoma  there  was  mo  rush  to  the  re- 
cruiting office.  The  Oklahoma  Daily  revealed  that  19  students  were 
claimed  by  enlistment  over  the  holidays. 

The  Daily  Tar  Heel,  University  of  North  Carolina,  reported 
that  the  current  world  situation  is  causing  more  than  a mild  case 
of  jitters  among  college  students.  A survey  recently  revealed  that 
120  fraternity  men  from  Carolina  campus  have  enlisted  during  the 
Christmas  vacation. 

Can  Fraternities  Survive 
Inter-fraternity  council  officials  at  the  University  of  Minnesota 
declared  recently  that  this  spring  or  next  fali  will  tell  whether  or 
not  fraternities  will  survive  the  draft. 

The  Minnesota  Daily  reported  that  after  graduation  the  number 
of  fraternity  men  on  campus  is  expected  to  dwindle  from  1200  to 
650. 

Several  college  newspapers  have  taken  informal  surveys  to  dis- 
cover how  students  feel  about  the  situation.  They  discovered  that 
despite  the  rash  of  enlistments  and  all  the  bewildering  talk,  most 
students  were  just  waiting  to, see  what  developed. 

Oklahoma  Survey 
The  Oklahoma  Daily  polled  some  male  students  at  random  and 
came  up  with  the  following  quotes: 

“I  don’t  know  these  Koreans  and  don’t  think  they  know  me.  I’d 
like  for  it  to  stay  that  way.  But  I expect  to  be  drafted  in  June. 
They’ll  eventually  take  anyone  who  can  pull  a trigger,  I think.” 
“I  frankly  believe  that  veterans  will  have  to  go  back  in.  I don’t 
see  how  we  can  get  enough  men  without  them.” 

“All-out  mobilization  is  in  the  near  future.  I think  it  will  in- 
clude everyone.  I don’t  expect  to  finish  college.” 

“If  they’re  going  to  get  me,  they’ll  get  me.  . . It  looks  bad.” 

In  Nebraska 

The  Daily  Nebraskan  observed  recently  that  students  who  are 
thinking  of  enlisting  in  the  armed  forces  should  register  for  school 
anyway. 

“Enlisting,”  said  the  editorial,  “is  easy  today.  It  may  get  harder 
tomorrow.”  . 

“If  physical  and  mental  examinations  are  not  passed,  then  the 
student  (who  has  not  registered  for  school)  will  find  himself  out 
of  the  university’s  deferment  protection.  And,  taking  an  optimistic 
view,  there  is  always  the  possibility  the  international  picture  will 
change.” 

In  the  same  newspaper  a columnist  remarked,  “The  last  re- 
sort is  to  work  on  your  physical  condition;  figure  out  the  most 
painless  way  to  become  a 4-F.  If  you  don’t  really  disable 
yourself,  chances  are  that  the  army  will  want  you,  because  you 
made  such  a good  try  and  they  need  resourceful  men.” 

This  Is  a Man’s  War? 

Coeds  at  Northwestern  University  report  they  have  been  getting 
letters  from  the  war  department  urging  them  to  join  the  Women’s 
Army  Corps.  Inducements  were  a $275-a-month  pay  check,  a second 
lieutenant’s  commission  and  a “permanent  career.” 

“Reaction  to  the  letter  was  mostly  negative,”  according  to  the 
Daily  Northwestern.  One  girl  remarked,  “My  finace  would  disown 
me  if  I enlisted.  He’s  in  the  Coast  Guard  and  I’d  have  a higher 
rank  than  he  if  I went  in."

Peace  Talks  ? 

The  Paris  conference  of  Dep- 
uty Foreign  Ministers  from  the 
four  nations,  beginning  this 
week,  shows  promise  of  bearing 
peaceful  fruit.  This  conference 
is  the  result  of  a series  of  diplo- 
matic notes  originated  in  Moscow 
four  months  ago.  Its  purpose  is 
not  to  reach  international  de- 
cisions, but  to  prepare  an  agenda 
for  a proposed  conference  of  big 
four  foreign  ministers. 

In  a pre-conference  statement, 
the  Western  nations  announced 
agreement  among  themselves  on 
points  to  be  discussed.  The  U.  S. 
State  department  takes  a pessi- 
mistic view  on  whether  the  West 
and  Russia  can  agree  on  a com- 
plete agenda.  They  state  that 
lines  for  discussion  may  have 
been  immovably  drawn  by  the 
nations  involved. 

To  this  observer,  the  Soviet 
leaders  in  originating  the  re- 
cent exchange  of  notes,  have 
shown  a desire  to  bring  to 
discussion  across  the  tables 
of  diplomacy  subjects  which 
must  be  settled  sooner  or  lat- 
er. U.  S.  State  department 
pessimism  may  stem  from 
the  fact  that  in  the  past  Rus- 
sion  diplomats  have  proven 
to  be  masters  at  winning  con- 
tests over  the  conference 
table. 

Free  Speech  ? 

The  Drew  Pearson-Sen.  Mc- 
Carthy law  suit  which  has  been 
front  page  news,  may  prove  to 
be  more  than  an  argument  be- 
tween two  scandal  mongers.  Up 
to  now,  a congressman  may  shun 
responsibility  for  all  statements, 
libelous  or  otherwise,  which  he 
makes,  merely  by  inserting  them 
in  the  congressional  record. 

The  practice  of  congressional 
immunity  has  long  been  a thorn 
in  the  principle  of  free  speech  in 
America,  when  over-exploited  by 
legally  irresponsible  congress- 
men. It  has  rankled  the  hearts 
of  many  persons  other  than 
Pearson.  He  indicates  his  in- 
tentions of  carrying  this  case  to 
the  U.  S.  Supreme  Court.  As  a 
test  case,  the  result^,  when  it 
reaches  the  high  tribunal,  will  be 
interesting  to  observe. 

Heavy  Casualties 

On  the  other  side  of  the  world, 
the  Korean  war  continues  much 
as  before,  with  very  heavy  per- 
sonnel losses  being  inflicted  on 
North  Korean  and  Chinese 
forces.  On  two  consecutive  days 
last  week  enemy  casualties  num- 
bered over  2000  per  day. 

Meanwhile,  MacArthur’s  intel- 
ligence reports  show  a new 
Chinese  offensive  building  up  in 
North  Korea.  The  Chinese  ap- 
pear willing  to  sacrifice  thous- 
ands of  men  per  day  to  the  cause 
of  communism,  while  getting 
only  advisory  support  from 
Russia.  Even  with  a population 
of  hundreds  of  millions  in  their 
country,  one  wonders  if  the 
Chinese  leaders  are  not  reluctant 
to  lose  the  cream  of  their  mili- 
tary  men.

Mozart  No  Prude 


‘Marriage’  Is  Happy  Blend 
Of  Casts,  Music,  Staging

BYU’s  1951  opera  season  will  be  long  remembered  as  “Marriage 
of  Figaro”  year.  Under  the  brilliant  baton  of  Newell  Weight,  opera 
workshop  proved  its  versatility  in  presenting  operas  traditional 
with  large  companies  but  seldom  done  as  college  fare.  However, 
I am  certain  that  those  few  who  availed  themselves  the  opportunity 
of  hearing  either  of  the  excellent  casts  will  acclaim  the  merits  of 
both  music  and  performance  for  some  time  to  come. 

Since  our  review  coincides  with  the  Hollywood  bestowal  of 
“Oscars,”  we  do  not  hesitate  offering  our  academy  awards  to  two 
men  who  may  have  escaped  notice  in  the  volley  of  congratulations 
that  have  deservedly  gone  to  the  cast. 

Though  I’m  sure  Newell  Weight  received  due  praise  as 
was  noted  by  the  applause,  too  much  cannot  be  said  of  his  di- 
rection— sympathetic  to  the  music,  demanding  the  best  in  the 
singers  and  orchestra,  and  the  whole  pleasing  to  an  audience 
to  whom  Mozart  could  have  been  as  entertaining  as  last  week’s 
stock  market  quotations. 

Thanks  to  Jon  Beck  Shank  for  making  Figaro  pleasing  to 
watch  as  well  as  to  listen  to.  Did  anyone  ever  consider  what  a 
gargantuan  job  it  is  to  have  four  different  stage  sets  in  one  per- 
formance in  the  Smith  auditorium?  His  effective  settings  were 
only  matched  by  his  brilliant  direction  of  the  action  on  -stage. 

This  writing  does  not  purport  to  be  a talent  review  for  what 
can  be  said  of  one  can  be  said  of  all  the  well-chosen  casts.  The 
performance  showed  that  the  most  was  made  of  the  talent  of  each 
performer.  It  was  not  expected  that  all  would-  be  equally  qualified 
fop  their  parts  but  it  was  evident  that  sincerity,  beauty,  and  hard 
work  was  lacking  in  none. 

While  sounding  relatively  simple  to  the  listener,  Mozart’s  de- 
mands on  musicians  are  truly  taxing.  Smoothness  and  good  en- 
semble work  characterized  the  playing  of  the  orchestra  from 
bassoon  to  violin. 

Just  as  the  performance  smoothed  up  on  successive  nights, 
each  cast  reaping  the  reward  of  the  experience  of  the  other,  it  is 
hoped  that  in  years  to  come  Opera  Workshop  will  continue  to 
distinguish  the  Brigham  Young  musiq  department.

In  their  eighteen  game  schedule,  the  Kittens  achieved  a record 
of  seventeen  wins  and  one  loss, 
which  was  to  the  U Frosh  two 
weeks  ago.  Had  the  University 
team  been  victorious  in  either  of 
this  week’s  games,  the  Y lads 
would  have  split  the  four  game 
season  with  the  Utes  and  there- 
fore have  been  tied  for  the  Frosh 
honors  on  this  side  of  the  moun- 
tains. 

Setting  a torrid  pace  in  Fri- 
day’s contest,  the  young  Cougars 
managed  to  stay  ahead  most  of 
the  way  in  handing  the  ’Skins 
their  second  beating  of  the  sea- 
son. Paced  by  Crump  with  22 
tallies,  the  Y club  ran  up  a total 
of  73  points  while  holding  Utah 
to  64.
